The letter was addressed to Roy W. 
Howard, president of the United Press, 
on the eve of his departure for South 
America, It was in reply to a letter 
calling attention to the widespread ef- 
forts still being made by German prop- 
agandists in South America. The pres- 
ident’s letter follows: 
“The White House, 

Washington, Jan. 16, 1918. 
My Dear Howard: 

“Thank you for your letter of the 
12th. 1 do not know what reply to 
make to the first question your letter 
propounds. Certaihly I never had any- 
thing im mind in regard to codperation 
among neutrals which would be partic- 
ularly advantageous to the United 
States. My thought was only to unite 
the opinion of the world so far as 1 
could in protesting against the flagrant 
violations of right and of international 
justice which had been committed. 


Seeks No Selfish Benefit. 

“ At no stage of this distressing war 
have. I ever entertained the slightest 
idea of making any combination for 
the special benefit of the United States. 
My thought has been merely the estab- 
lishment of international justice and 
humane dealing and the safeguarding 
of universal interests. 

„With regard to the question wheth- 
er the war and the participation of the 
United States in it has served to 
strengthen the common. bond between 
the democracies of the western hem- 
isphere, I will say I think it has.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.— 

{Special.}—The state depart- 

ment has received the address 

which Herr Scheidemann, So- 

cialist leader in the reichstag, deliv- 

ered in reply to the war aims address 
of Chancellor von Hertling. 

Although there is some evidence of 
the censor’s work, the text still con- 
tains many bitter denunciations of the 
militarist party in Germany and is 
much stronger than the versions which 
were carried in the press cables. 


The text of Herr Scheidemann’s’ 
speech as received by the department 


of state follows: 

“We live in a time of violent con- 
flicts and important decisions. A peru- 
sal of the press shows us with what 
intensity the struggle is carried on. 

= 

“ There are two parties opposing each 
other, the one is of the opinion that 
the struggle will be ended within a 
few months with a smashing victory, 


the other party does not believe this. 


The one desires peace by agreement, 
the other forcible peace. 

“The statesmen who emerge from 
this war without Longwy and Bricy, 
without Belgium remaining in our pos- 
session, without the Flemish coast be- 
ing wrested from the English sphere 
of power, and the Meuse line being 
modified to our advantage, will be 
designated by history as the grave dig - 


| gers of German power. 


“This is no resonant from the Maison 
de Sante of the Schoenberger Haupts- 
strasse, but a sentence from the speech 
of the National Liberal Representative 
Fuhrmann in the Prussian house of 
representatives. The calculation of the 
sword conquerors rests in the first 
place on the submarine war, and in 
the second place on the offensive power 
of the army in the field. 

“In a pamphlet published in 1916 
it was said that the submarine war 
would within six months bring de- 
cisive success. This period has in the 
meantime been greatly exceeded. 

“Do not think that I cherish the 
conviction that the submarine war has 
been entirely without result. No, it 
has done considerable damage to Eng- 
land. Bvery Englishman is aware of 
this at his dinner, but the most no- 
ticeable result is nevertheless the par- 
ticipation of America in the struggle, 

“The Russian revolution would long 
ago have brought us peace had Amer- 
ica not entered the war and now we 
again stand exactly as a year ago, be- 
fore a decision of enormous signifi- 
cance. It is to be hoped that the peo- 
ple will not again permit themselves 
to be influenced by false prophecies. 

— 

“I now come to the second factor, 
the sword conquerors. Suppose we 
conquer Calais and Paris. Would this 
mean peace? I say no. The most 
astounding fact is that the fight is 
ever continuing, although both 
have already realized that the ggle 
cannot be ended by a great military 
decision. 

“We have overrun entire states; we 
yave driven enemy governments out 
wf their country, and, notwithstanding 
ul this, we have not secured peace as 
yet and when finally the youth of Ger- 
nany and France has bied to death 
ind we shall have completely van- 
quished England and France, will we 
then have peace with America? 

“No account has been taken in this 
war of the change of the psychology of 
the nations. The advance of democ- 
‘acy has tremendously strengthened 
nternal defensive power with us and 
with the others. I canmot see in the 

emotest future that day when we shall 
may, ‘We are vanquished; we accept 
rour terms.“ Nor can I see the day 
9 come when the French, English, 
nd Americans will say, ‘We are help- 
288 against Germany; we shall accept 
er peace terms.’ When matters stand

tance in Brest-Litovsk. 


What could have inspired our diplo- 
mats to act thus two days after Dec. 
25? I believe that neither Kuehlmann 
nor Czernin is so incapable. Who con- 


tributed to this? 


“The declaration of Dec. 27 has not 
only endangered the result of peace 
negotiations, but has created anything 
but a favorable effect at home. But 
many have told themselves that this 
contradiction will be a welcome reason 
for our opponents to assert that we 


are acting in an ambiguous way.

“In Austria there prevails, alas, the 
general conviction that German policy 
has come into the annexationist chan- 


nels. I have even read in an Austrian 


the people passed the imperial palaces 


with respect. No word was uttered 


against the emperor, Karl: here, on the 


contrary, scornful cries have not been 
missing against the German empire. 
Very certainly the emperor has not 
deserved this of Austria. If this has 
occurred, then he has to thank the 
irresponsible boasters of the Patriotic 
party. 


“I say to the government: ‘Say 


that you are free of such influences, 


make yourselves perfectly free, and if 
you cannot do this then you had bet- 
ter go. If you are not able to con- 
clude peace with Russia, go then be- 
fore you are swept away. Put an end 
to this policy of ambiguity and vague- 
ness * ° ; 


“How long do you think it will be 
before Russia, France, England, and 
America will have governments which 
are more prepared to adopt German 
victorious conditions than Lenine and 
Trotzky? Czernin has made a declara- 
tion in connection with occurrences at 
Vienna which may signify a turning 
point in Austria’s policy: ‘I hope and 
guarantee that peace will not be met 
on our side by any plans of conquest. 
I do not withdraw any words of what 
I have explained and maimtained as 
the monarchists’ péace program. We 
desire nothing from Russia, neither 
ceding of territory nor indemnities. 
We desire only relations of good neigh- 
bors resting on a firm basis.’ 

“It will become continually clearer 
that Austria will not take part in any 
policy of extension of power. There 
fore you must not attempt in any way 
to conduct a policy which is antag- 
onistic to the great mass of the Ger · 
man people. 15 

“ Conclude peace with Russia, which 
you are able to do within twenty-four 
hours, peace without any open or con- 
cealed annexations; an honest, durable 
peace without any subideas of exten- 
sion of territory. And when this peace 
has been brought about, then go for- 
ward with the offensive of the thought 
of world-peace towards the west. 

“ Nobody must be deaf to the increas- 
ing desire for peace in the speeches of 
Wilson and Lloyd George. Hertling 
has shown that he. is perfectly con- 
scious of the significance especially of 
Wuson's speech. He said, alas, that 
nobody speaks so who honestly desires 
peace. This very much surprised me 
after all that he has said.”

Caution was the watchword yester- 


day at the second meeting of the spe-

Adolf Wolkofsky, parlor banker, has 
fled. i 


Behind him he left more than a score 
of his customers —principally Rouma- 
nian Jews, his own people— holding 
what he had told them were trust deed 
notes given in connection with real 
estate mortgages. But the trust deeds 
could not be found and the men whose 
names appeared on the notes said they 
had not signed them. 

Behind him also Wolkofsky left a 
wife and seven children in the home 
at 1330 South Albany avenue from the 
parlor of which he conducted his busi- 
ness. The wife said she had received 
a letter from him saying that he had 
contemplated leaping in the river, but 
that the thought of his seven children 
had deterred him. A friend told her, 
she said, that he had left town. 


An outline of Wolkofsky’s recent 
history was presented yesterday to 
Federal Judge Carpenter in chambers. 
Edwin D. Buell was appointed receiver 
and orders were issued intended to 
preserve Wolkofsky’s assets for the 
creditors. 
A petition in bankruptcy was filed 
by Attorney Irving G. Zazove, whose 
first client was Mrs. Mary Pausam- 
sky, 1315 Elburne avenue, a widow 
with seven children. Early in De- 
cember she was awarded $3,300 by 
the state industrial commission for 
the death of her husband in a west 
side explosion. Wolkofsky had signed 
her bond as executrix and she intrust- 
ed the check to him. 
In return he gave her a series of 
$80 notes bearing the purported signa. 
ture of Adam L. Todd, an Oak Park 
building contractor. When the first 
one fell due she received Wolkofsky’s 
check in the mail. It was paid, but 
the next one came back Account 
closed.”
